gagemenr hall be forthwith inveſted by His Majeſtics Autho- 
ritie with principall Commands worthy of them, in' the Rtan- 
&vg Army of this kingdome , and likewiſe in ſome imporcant 
Garifons now under His Majeſties obedience;,/and that a con- 
{iderable number of the Confederate Catholique Forces: shall. 
immediatly be drawneinto all the Chiefe Garilons under His 

'Majeſtics obedience; And Idoe further aſſure proportionable 

advantages to ſuch ofany orher Armyesin' this kingdome , as 
Shall in Ike manner ſubmit unto the Peace and His Majeſties 
authoririe..

Vponconſideration of the ſecond Article,where it i; exp*-77 
that they $shall not be diſturbed in the enjoyment of t!:cir 
Churches or any other Ecclchafticall poſſeſſions, which wer: 
in their hands at the publication of the late Peace, untill char 
matter with other referred alrcadic , receive atertlement upon 
a Declaration of His Majeſties Gracious intentions in a free 
Parliament keld in this kingdome, His Majeſtic being in a free 
Condition himlelfe. It is apparant by this {econd Article, be - 
lides what i5 ſaid before, that the firſt Article concerning the re» 
vocation of the penal lawes is not intended by the undertakins 
of that engagement to extend to the taking away of the penall 
Lawes that prohibit Maſleto befſaid in Churches, and fcera- 
cth as tothe Churches to putus by our owne aſlent, to this 
Propoſition, in worſe Condition than we'were by the late re. 
jected Peace for then and ſtill we havethe reſolution of the Ge 
nerall Aſſembly expreficd in an order tohold our Churches al- 
waycs and not to part with them, and now if this ſecond Ar- 
ticle were 2grecd-on, wee expreile onely a promithve enjoy- 
ang of chem wotill Parliament, 2nd {@ arg letras to that in 2 
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worſe Cordirion then before, ard even untill Parliament it 
iclte, there 15 30 fecuritic at all for Churches or Church-li- 
vings wehin our Quarters other then the undertaking of the 
{fd Lord Marques of Clanrickard, who is ſubject to morrtalitic, 
an changes, as orkcr mortall men , and who was never yet of 
eur union, and admit this were an aNutence untill Parliament, 
the ſame will tall, on the Kings Declaration tothe Contrary, if 
in a {cc Condition , which Declaration ro be contrary, may 
probohbiy be cxpeetcd fo long as His Majeſtic is of a different 
Reloion, and beſore that Partiamert be , all perſons engaged” 
orto be eny/+-264], are ſubje to mortalitic , upor, all whichwe 
Kenolecuiticatall tor Churches or Church-livings, 
Agstothe third, it contayneth no Conceſiton, and is but at 
cngagemen of the ſaid Lord Marques h13 word gxtich is un- 
ccrtatuc and unſafe tarely on, without mentioning what Ga- 
riſons , and what Catholiques inthem , and whar number and 
by whem they are to be Commanded in regard the Comman- 


- der {nchicfkc may by his order remove or alter them as he ſces 


caulc , without looking afrer the Lord Marques of Clanrickard 
for adviſe or conſent , and in effect, if the numberto be put in- 
to Garifon be not ſo aſcertained that it may maſter the reft 
rherc from the Proteſtant partie, it is but to offer our men to 
the ſlaughter , and expoſe our ſelves tro what Conditions they 
pleaſe, our Army abroad being thereby diminished , and the 
partie put into Gariſon , ſubje& ro be removedat the pleaſure 
of him that shaill Commandan Chiefe. 

Asforthe fourth , whitherthe Carholique Lieutenant Ge- 
ncrall be of the Catholique union, or faithfull ro the ſame , 
2nd what Commands to be canferred on our Generalls or 
Commanders, or upon which of them, or for what time to 
continue , or to what Chiefe Gariſons they shall be drawne,or 
1; what number , or how long they shall continue there , arc 
wholly uncertaine, and all the particulars are alterable, and 
Kabjetro the will and pleſure of the Chicfe covernour for the 
time being. 

The hfthonely is matter of ſecuritie and mends not 
te conditions granted, if the ſame were obtained as is pro- 
pounged, and if our unien were diſſolved þy any _—_ 
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before performance , what meanes is lefr us to exp2& or ob- 
rtaine performance, and certainely where the Lord Marques 
of Clanrickard grounds all he doth in this on his owne under- 
taking without warrant fromHis Majeſtie,ye cannot prudent 

Iv ſuvpoſe ( having no orher grounds tor it) but His Muyeftic 
will diſavow it, when ke did difavow the undertating of the 


Earle of Glamoroaz to tne Confederate Catholiques made 
wore ſolemnly rotr.eperions wherewith thc coverment was 


entruſted, and who had thus far an adyantage beyond the 
Marques of C/a»7icc47d, that his Lordskips the Earle of Gla- 
morgars Conceil.ons were grounded on His Majeſties knowne 
authoritic under His Seale Mannall, and arreſted with Hts Roy- 
all fgnature :Whereas the Marques of Clanrickard goth onely 
on h1s owne undert3ting, 

Asro the ({ixt it contained no certaine Command or orde: 
which may in future be had from His Majeſtic and being an 
uncertaine contingencie needeth no anſwer. 

As tothe ſeventh concerning his Lordships undertaking to 
ſolicice for redreſle to behad in the next Parliament, therein 
wee find no manner of aſſurance for all choſe, who unjuſtly loſt 
their eſtares in Ireland, other then, that the Lord Marques of 
Clanrickard will petition, ſolicite, perfwade , and uſe-his beſt 
endeavours, whercof no man is Indge but himſclfe, and the 
event and engagement uncertaine, and the aCt of oblivion be- 
ing onely by that Inſtrument of engagement ro extendto thoſe 
that shalljoyne therein,and which engagement is now ſudden. 
ly expe&ed to be concluded there ;all others of the Nation thar 
are abſcnt,who cannot joyne therein ſo ſuddenly , andarenor 
privy , are Icfr open to the danger of the extremities ofthe law 

oth fortheir lives and eſtare. : 

And laſtly, we conclude, that the cenerall Aſſembly now ar 
hand is the only meane left to conclude a certaine ſtable peace , 
in this kingdome, and no private or particular undertaking of 
any Subje& unqualified with any appearing authority:Befdes 
the former inducements to fatisfic you, you ouphricriouſly 
to conſider that the Earleof Glamorgan Conceſlions ground 

on His Majeſties authoritie and reade in the 6enerall Aſſerably 
held in Lent laſt, and on which they wholly xclycd, willbyrheſe
